Thies wheat ise known as ‘Chul’ wheat 
and it was originally obtained from 
the Steppes of Russia, where it is 
grown very extensively, and that too, 
without irrigation.

“Besides testing thie wheat in the 
field, it has also been giver a thor- 
ough milling test in a small way, and

This, with the papers recovering property held 
under trust deed, makes a total of seventy-nine 
clearings of property of incumbrance.

We have so many things claimifig our atten- 
tion this week it is hard to keep up with them.

OPPER, PRODUCTION, EXPORTS. 
There is encouragement in the statistics - of 
— production, export and visible supply. 
exports for June show a very substantia! in- 
crease. Although the month was a short one, only 
thirty days, the total was 33,399 tons or 74,813,760 
pounds, only 9,600,640 less than in December, 1908, 
the banner record of the last three and a half years, 
when the amount was 84,414,400. June’s record is 
the third highest in three and a half years, the 
second being November, 1908. May’s exports were 

fifth in the list, April, 1908, coming in fourth. 

The exports for July 1 were 1600 tons or 3,584,- 
000 pounds, indicating the likelihood of a heavy 
month’s business. July for three years past has 
been a light month, its highest record being in 1906, 
when it was 41,012,160 pounds. 

The exports for the first six months of 1909 were 
$27,387,200 or 39,683,840 less than in the same 
period of 1908, but they were 44,985,920 greater 
than ‘during the last six months of 1908, which ™ 
was the period last preceding. 

It is not long since the price of copper was 
pushed to a figure higher than was known before. 
As a Tesult, its use began to decline. Consumers 
reduced their operations as far.as .possible, used 
substitutes wherever they could and as the demand 
fell off, prices dropped. From 23 to 24 cents it 
now is quoted at 11, 12 and 13 or thereabouts. : 

As a result of heavy exports the European visible 
supply had reached a total of 66,920 tons or 149,- 
900,000 pounds on June 30, an increase of 10,140 
tons over the supply on May 31, the last being the 
largest supply recorded at any time within three 
and a half years previous. On June 30, 1908, the 


until the end of the year, when it was 55,680 tons 
on December 31. 

The increase of stocks has been steady. At no 
time within the last three and a half years prior 
to April, 1908, did the visible supply abroad exceed 
25,000 tons and at no time prior to 1908 did it 
reach 20,000 tons. Some authorities believe that 
the decline in stock at home will more than offset ' 
the gain abroad and make the world’s visible sup- | 
ply less at the end of July. 

Notable, too, is the steady increase in production. - 
An estimate of 1909’s output, based upon the pres- 
ent rate of production, makes a total of 1,0560,000,- 
000 for the year, a gain of 90,000,000 pounds over 
1908. There is a good deai of speculation as to 
how the markets will continue to take care of all 
the increase.
